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REPORT. 


The affairs of the town present no very striking features, ex- 
cept that our town debt has been rapidly increasing during the 
past year, as must have been expected by the town. The 
following report will show an indebtedness of the town of 
$59,292.62; deduct from the amount of debt the assets of the 
town, which are $17,633.36, and it will show a net debt against 
the town of $41,659.06. The assets of the town being made 
up as they are, in part of government bounties due the town, it 
is probable that a small part of them may not be realized. Much 
might be said in relation to the causes of the increasing debt, 
but as these are generally understood by the town, we do not 
propose to go into a lengthy explanation of them. In our Report 
of March 1, 1864, we spoke of giving a record of the soldiers 
furnished by our town for: the war, but deferred it for want 
of time, with the hope that the board which would make up 
the report for March 1, 1865, would give a full account of the 
number of, men furnished by the town, and their history from 
their enlistment. As it now becomes the duty of the same 
board as last year to make up the Annual Report for the year 
ending March 1, 1865, we have to say that for want of time 
we have not been able to look them up as carefully as we would 
be glad to have done. We therefore may have overlooked some 
few patriotic soldiers that have gone to the war from our town 3 
-but the report will show, as nearly as our time would allow us to 
look up their record and history, all who have gone from our 
town to fight the battles of our country; also, the number the 
town and citizens have furnished as substitutes. The town of 
Meredith have furnished for the war, as nearly as we have been 
able to look them up, out of the number of voters in town of 
but a few over five hundred, 122 officers and soldiers of our 
own townsmen, and 105 volunteer substitutes for the town and 
enrolled men of the town, making in all 227 furnished by the 
town of Meredith. Of this number 65 were members of com- 
pany I, 12th Regiment N. H. Volunteers, in command of Capt. 
Joseph W. Lang, Jr.; the names and history of whom will be 
found in the following report. Belonging to this company there 
were 101 men, 36 of whom were from other towns, but are here 
reported with the company, the names of which 36 being marked, 
to designate them, with a (*).

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The affairs of the town farm for the past year have been well 
managed, and the crops on the farm were very good, except the 
corn crop, which was cut off by the drought. The Superintend- 
ent and wife have had long experience in the care of county and 
town farms, and coupled with their experience a good degree of 
care and industry, they have managed the affairs at the farm for 
the interest of the town and with great credit tothemselves. There 
has not been a dollar paid for doctoring at the farm for the last 
year, and but two dollars and fifty cents for the year previous, 
the saving of which expense is mostly attributed to the care and 
experience of Mrs. Sanborn. 

The sum of one hundred dollars was raised by vote of the 
town last spring, to repair the buildings on the farm; $70.59 
were paid for the material, and the superintendent did the carpen- 
ter work himself, which would cost, to hire it done, $25 or $30. 
The Superintendent, being a carpenter, has made and kept the 
tools in good repair on the farm, and has hired but one day's 
work on the farm for the past year.

OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the citizens of Meredith: The superintending school commit- 
tee would submit the following report : 


Your committee are happy to report the general sk Sle and 
success of the schools of the town during the past year. The teach- 
ers, as a class, have shown themselves well qualified to teach, and 
interested in their work. Without some enthusiasm in their work, 
on the part of teachers, it is impossible to be successful ; and if one 
finds himself or herself deficient in this, the sooner he or she gives 
up teaching altogether, the better for our schools. ‘Teachers may be 
all that could be desired, but without proper facilities for teaching, 
such as suitable school- houses, and all the needful appliances of the 
school-room, they will fail to do justice to themselves, as to their 

upils. Most of our school-houses are wholly unfit for the purposes 
for which they were designed. They are almost wholly without ap- 
paratus for the illustration of the branches taught; they are too 
small, and altogether uninviting. It is earnestly recommended to 
those districts needing new houses, to build at once, and to spare 
neither pains nor cost to secure school-houses which shall be at once 
inviting to the pupils, and an honor to the district. You may have 
good teachers and school-houses, of the most approved pattern, with 
all the necessary appliances, and yet, without the hearty co-operation 
of parents, the schools will fail to accomplish the best results. We 
are confident the parents do not take that deep interest in the schools 
they should. Many of them, from one year’s end to another, do not 
visit their schools; even the prudential committee of the districts 
are seldom seen in the school-rooms. . If you want a good school, 
appoint for your prudential committee the man who manifests the 
deepest interest in the school, and is willing to make some sacrifice 
to promote its welfare. Parents must not uphold their children in 
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disobedience to the regulations of the school, but should see to it 
that their children pay prompt obedience to every rule. It is rarely 
justifiable for parents to take their children from school because of 
some fault, either real or supposed, in the teacher. There is very 
great irregularity in the attendance of many scholars, and it detracts 
much from the interest of the school, and seriously injures the 
scholars. Parents are not careful enough to see that their children 


_ are prompt and regular in their attendance. 


The committee are constrained to say that writing is by far too 

much neglected in our common schools. This is a matter that pa- 
rents should take in hand. They can cure this evil, and without 
their attention it will probably continue unabated, and to the great 
injury of many of the children of the town. 
__ There seems to be a desire on the part of some to take up the study 
of algebra before the common schoo] arithmetic is thoroughly mas- 
tered. This is unwise, and tends to hinder the real progress of the 
scholar, rather than to advance it. Far more attention should be 
given to the history of the United States. It would be wise econ- 
omy in each school district to purchase Webster’s Unabridged, Dic- 
tionary, for the use of the school. 

So far as your committee are apprised, there has been no attempt 
to introduce political matters into our schools until the present win- 
ter, and now only to a very limited extent. We spoke of it because 
we would nip the evil in the bud. In one or more instances, ag it 
is understood, boys have been urged, and in one instance hired, to 
speak strong secession pieces in school, but the teachers have had 
good sense and loyalty enough to forbid it. One teacher says, in 
reference to the subject, “‘ Since I first understood the humble call- 
ing of ‘teaching the young idea how to shoot,’ [ have never before 
felt the imperative necessity of performing the double duty of im- 
parting instruction, and crushing out that well known copperhead, 
secession ; but where parents are so wilfully ignorant, in this enlight- 
ened age, as to advocate and instil into the minds of the rising gen- 
eration the impossibility of the colored man’s having a soul, or any 
claim to humanity, as well as every species of incendiary libel against 
the government to which they owe their present social standing, we 
believe their part and lot in the matter belongs with the hot-bed of 
rebellion, instead of attempting to make proselytes to their faith in 
New-Hampshire, and disturbing the peace of our common schools.” 

Districts No.1 and 2. Summer Term. Miss Annie E. Tuttle, 
of Meredith, teacher. Miss T. secured the confidence and co-opera- 
tion of parents and scholars, consequently order reigned supreme, 
and the pupils improved rapidly. This school has some as_ 
fine scholars, of their age, as can be found in any district in town. 
The examination or this term revealed the thoroughness and excel- 
lent mode of instruction, as well as the close application of the 


pupils. 
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Winter Term. Miss Clara Estella Smart, of Canterbury, teacher. 
The excellent order and studiousness of the previovs term was 
fully equaled, under the well directed efforts of Miss S. She is one 
of whom it may be said, ‘apt to teach.” This school is congratu- 
lated on having two very successful sessions this year. 

District No. 3. The summer term of this ‘school was taught by 
Miss Emily A. Sibley, of New-Hampton. The teacher understood 
her business, and seemed to delight init. The order, system, and 
regularity in the school room was uncommonly good, and the pro- 
gress made by the scholars were very commendable. The teacher 
aimed to make her scholars thoroughly understand the branches 
pursued. The number of scholars attending school during the sum- 
mer term was twenty-four. Average attendance twenty-one. This 
isa very large average, and goes “far to account for the progress 
made. 

The winter term was taught by Miss H. 8. Moulton, of Sandwich. 
The school was not successful. There was great lack of order, and 
much dissatisfaction existed in the district. The Superintending 
Committee were called in, and, after hearing the statements made, 
they hoped there would be a spirit of forbearance and compromise 
manifested by all concerned, and that the school would be kept out. 
The committee gave such instruction and advice as to them seemed 
adapted to the condition of things. But instead of forbearance and 
compromise there was more feeling, and many of the scholars were 
withdrawn from the school; then the committee judged it best to 
close the school, which was ’ done. 


District No.4. Both summer and winter terms of this school 
were taught by Miss Hllen S. Bartlett, of Campton. The. schools 
have been very successful, and the proficiency good, very good. The 
government of the school has been mild and gentle, and yet thorough 
and decided. - The scholars loved’the teacher, and the teacher loved 
the scholars, and tried to make them love the school room and all its 
duties. Thé order in school was nearly perfect, and the committee 
were well pleased with all the exercises of the examination; they 
were such as to honor the teacher and the scholars. 


District No.5. This district has three or four times as many 
scholars as any other in town, and is divided into two departments, 
the advanced and primary. The summer term in the advanced de- 
partment was taught by Miss Hannah F. Moore, of Lake Village. 
It was her first attempt to teach, and it was a successful experiment. 
The order was as good, if not better, than usual in this school. The 
committee think it was decidedly better. The teacher bids fair to 
make a very successful teacher. The scholars seemed to have some 
enthusiasm in their studies, and made very commendable progress. 
The scholars seemed to have more self-reliance than usual; the un- 
derstanding, ease, and facility with which they performed ‘oxamples: 
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upon the blackboard was highly gratifying. All the classes did 
well, but there was not quite that degree of promptness and accuracy 
in English Grammar that we should have been glad to See. 

The winter term of the advanced department was taught by the 
Rev. B. B. Smith, of Meredith. The school made good progress,;— 
all, certainly, that could be expected, considering the large numbers 
in attendance, and the crowded condition of the school-room. As 
full as the school was the past winter, it was almost impossible to 
hear a single recitation without disturbing nearly the whole school. 
The school-house is altogether inadequate to the wants of the school. 
The blackboards are in a bad condition, and very inconveniently lo- 
cated. A new house is imperatively demanded, and the district will 
do itself great discredit if it does not rise up and build a house 
worthy of the name, and worthy of the village, and worthy of the 
scholars to be educated in it. 

Both the summer and winter terms of the primary department 
were taught by Mrs. Edna Hi. Gilman. She has taught this depart- 
ment of the school for two or three years with great credit to herself 
and to the very marked progress of those committed to her care. 
The order was good—exceedingly good, when we consider the age of 
the scholars. The committee were delighted with the promptness 
and accuracy with which they answered the questions proposed to 
them on examination. The committee would especially commend 
the class in Geography. 

In the village where this district is located there have been three 
select schools during the year. One of two terms was taught bi 
Rev. B. B. Smith. The spring term numbered fifty, and the fal 
term forty. All except some six belonged in the village, and were 
nearly all quite advanced scholars,—a large number taking the 
higher English branches, and the Latin and Greek languages. This 
school was of a high order, and did,eredit to both the apeen planes 
teachers and the industrious pupils. 

The select school at Mr. Elliott’s school-room has also been quite 


‘successful. The spring term, taught by Miss C. M. Poole, num- 


bered 28. The fall term, by Miss A. M. Gordon, had 28. The 
winter term by Miss 8. HE. Thompson, 31. This school offers 
advantages to the younger pupils in the district which they could not 
find in the town school, which is too crowded to afford the best of 
facilities for learning. A select school was taught also in the spring, 
by Miss Julia A. Davis, numbering 30, which gave the best of satis- 


faction, and reflected great credit on this excellent teacher. Speak- 


ing of select schools, one of the teachers says: ‘There are a great 
many scholars in this village who ought to have the advantages of 
such a school, and a suitable place should be provided, as they would 
not many of them be able to attend such schools elsewhere.” Let 


this district, by far the most wealthy of the town, at once erect

suitable house for its schools, and let private subscription be added, 
sufficient to furnish a commodious high school room and fixtures. 

District No. 6. Both terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Julia A. Davis, of Lake Village. She has well sustained her high 
reputation as a teacher of superior excellence. The school-house is 
new, neat and commodious. This goes far towards having a good 
school, and many of the parents seem to have a deep interest in it, 
as they visit the school, and thus encourage both teachers and schol- 
ars. ‘The order and progress in the schcol were good. ‘This school 
excels in Reading, Arithmetic and Grammar. 

District No. 7. This district. is partly in Laconia and partly m 
Meredith. The register for the summer term has not been returned, 
nor was the committee notified to visit the school at its close. The 
committee were pleased with the teacher, and the appearance of the 
school at its commencement, and have no reason to doubt it was a 
good and profitable school. ‘he winter term was taught by Miss A. 
D. Tuttle, of that district. She is a teacher of experience, and un- | 
der her instruction the school made good progress. A new school- 
house is much needed. ‘There is too great a variety of text books in 
the school. This is very detrfinental ; but I see no remedy for it, un- 
less the district will agree to adopt a series of books, and this might 
easily be done, and we would commend the subject to the attention 
of the district. 

District No. 8. Summer Term. Miss Clara Stanton, of Man- 
chester. Miss 8. is a very thorough and efficient instructor. Her 
mode of drilling the classes was well calculated to awaken an inte- 
rest with the more advanced scholars. In this department she par- 
ticularly excelled. Some desired more attention given to the younger 
classes. It is difficult to give due time to all when there are a large 
number of studies in school. The spelling and reading in this 
term was very good. This ig just where too many schools fail. 

Winter Term. Miss A. N. Osgood, instructor. The examination 
of this term was every way satisfactory. Good order and fine im- 
provement appeared throughout. Miss’ Osgood’s was a good speci- 
men of a model school. 

District No. 9. This district has but one term of school during 
the year, which was taught by Miss C. C. Bartlett, of Laconia. She 
did all she could to make this a good and profitable school, but 
failed, we think, in some degree, owing to a want of interest on the 
part of parents, and a united effort of the scholars with the teacher. 
Order and advancement not above medium. Parents, if you wish 
your school to be what it should be, make frequent visits to the 
school-room. 

District No. 10.. In this district there was but one term of school, 
of nine weeks.

Is it advisable 
for parents to encourage their children to disobey their teachers?

District No. 16. This school has but one term, which was under 
the charge of Miss S. E. Woodman. Order seemed well sustained,
